The widening of Algonquin Road, from 


Busse Head to Route 53, may be started 
this year while the scheduled widening of 
Higgins Road may not be. 


Substitution of Algonquin Road improve- 


ments for those on Higgins Road in the 
Illinois Division of Highways* 19$9 budget 
could hinge on right-of-way acquisition, 


George March, Dist 10 engineer, Divi- 


sion of Highways, said Monday only four 
parcels of right-of-way remain to be pur- 
chased for Algonquin Road, while 70 par- 
eels must be purchased along Biggins. 


March spoke at a public hearing in Ar- 


lington Heights VUlage Hall Twelve local 
officials attended the 40-mmute session to 
leara proposed improvements to Algon- 
quin, There were no objections to the pre- 
sentation oo improvements. 


THE DISTRICT will go ahead with 


plans to widen Higgins Road if ail right-of- 
way can be acquired by this fall, March 
told a Herald reporter. Failing this, the 
f 4-milHon Algonquin Road project will be 
substituted to get some northwest subur- 
ban road improvements in the 196$ budg- 
et, he said. 


Widening Algonquin Road to four lanes 


as proposed will primarily benefit the 
communities of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows, The widen- 
ing of Higgins Road would benefit Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg, principal- 
ly 


According to the 1969 highway budget, 


$4.56 million has been altoted to widen 
Higgins Road to four lanes from Elmhurst 
Road to Meacham Road, The S^-mile 
stretch of Algonquin Road was allotted 
$20,000 for right-of-way acquisition be- 
tween Route 53 and Elmhurst Road. DisL 
10 officials recognized both projects are 
urgently needed in the fast-growing north- 
west suburbs. 


According to construction plans, Algon- 


quin Road will be four lanes with a 16-foot

Eviction of Migrant Tenants Ordered

Instructions to immediately evict all 


tenants from several migrant housing lo- 
cations in Palatine Township were issued 
to two property owners Monday morning 
by Cook County officials. 


At an administrative hearing, Francis 


Hogan, acting violation supervisor for the 
county building and zoning department 
threatened legal action if the tenants are 
not gone within to days. 


Charged with zoning violations are Ivan 


Vasylaty, who Jives at 600 W, Wood St, 
and owns property there and at 1000 N< 
Smith Road and 263 N- Quentin* and Mrs, 
Jesse Morales, resident and property own- 
er at 136 N+ Quentm 


Hogan plans to contact the state attor- 


ney's office today to discuss seeking an 
injunction to force compliance with the 
law. 


"We can get a court order, if neces- 


sary/' he said, 


VASYLATY SAID he intends to contact 


an attorney before evicting tenants. He 
was told to return with his lawyer to an- 
other hearing next Monday, 


Mrs, Morales agreed to evict a family 


and several single men from her house by 
the end of the week. 


The owner of several shacks at all three 


locations, Vasylaty said he rents living 
quarters to migrant workers "because 
they have no other place to go/' 


He said he charges S5 a week to a single 


man and from $60 to $80 a month to a 
family. 


"But I don't need the money, 1 need the 


help/' he said. 


In the landscaping business, Vasylaty 


said some of his tenants also are his em- 
ployes. Then later, he said that most of 
the men work in factories in the area. 


County officials were trying to decide if 


housing on his property could be classified 
as a migrant camp outlined in a 1961 Illi- 
nois statute. But they determined definite 
z o n i n g violations since tenants are 
charged rent and all are not employes. 


A COUNTY official asked, "Why cJont 


you tear the shacks down?*' after Vasyla- 
ty said he can't refuse homeless migrants 
when they knock at his door. 


"I've even let them sleep in my own 


bedroom and in my car, Maybe I could fix 
up the shacks," Vasylaty suggested. 


But Ed Hennessy* county plumbing su- 


pervisor, said, "There's no possible way 
you could bring those shacks up to stan- 
dards which would comply with our ordi- 
nance," 


the Cook County Public Health Depart- 


ment also has investigated the migrant 
housing locations and reported "conditions 
unfit for human habitation/' 


The report indicates substandard sani- 


tary conditions, litter and garbage in the 


yards and evidence of rats, according to 
Hogan. 


In addition to undesirable living condi- 


tions on the Morales property, county offi- 
cials were concerned about abandoned 
autos on the two-acre tract. 


Mrs, Morales, who said she's been ren- 


ting rooms to single men from Mexico and 
Texas for the last eight years, said most 
of the cars were left on the property last 
year by men transported back to Mexico 
when police discovered their illegal entry 
into the country* She said the cars and 
tenants would be gone by Saturday,

Clifford Royse Jr. says he is the sixth in 


a line of psychic personalities, He spent 
most of his life in Chicago and learned at 
an early age that he had the gift d amaz- 
ing perception, 


"As a child, my parents would ask me 


whether or not they should sign a contract 
or get in a business deal," he said. 


IN LATER LIFE, ROYSE found it prof- 


itable to be able to psych out a gambling 
machine* Mr. Psychic said he won $8,000 
in ten minutes in Las Vegas and would 
walk among slot machines, pointing out 
those machines on the verge of paying, 


Royse also claims that his 9-year-old son 


had displayed evidence of possessing a 
soul which inhabited a body living in an- 
cient China, 


"My son would allude to things by say- 


ing . . * 'this is the way we did it in 
Chinee, , ,* but we didn't know what he 
meant/' 


Judging from the audience at Rand* 


hurst, Royse must have a thriving clien- 
tele. One woman rose to explain that her 
family is sure they are sharing their 
bouse with another "entity" wMdi raps on 
the door and is felt in the room. 


Another woman disclosed that on the 


night of a relative's death, « small circle 
of light appeared in a room of the house 
and wandered over the wall. Royse ex- 
plained that this was probably the pres- 
ence of a previously departed relative 
come to escort the latest relative away. 


Despite the astounding nature of his re- 


marks, Royse is dead serious about his 
activities, He dismisses latenight person- 
ality Griswell as merely an "entertainer/1 
and says that acceptance of "teachers" 
such as himself is growing. 


"YEARS AGO, all we would see in the 


audience would be the old, lonely people, 
seeking someone to talk to. Now, our au- 
diences are filled with young people, anx- 
ious to learn about ESP and the mysteries 
of the mind.1' 


Royse makes bis headquarters at the 


Oak Park Arms Hotel. He gives personal 
sessions at $25 a reading. His wife gives 
readings at bargain rates and people can 
also have telephone conversations or ex- 
change letters with the clairvoyant at less- 
er rates. 


At the end of Saturday's session, when 


all the people were gone and his aides 
were quietly stacking the books which de- 
scribe the voices of the unknown, Royse 
was still at work, 


Mr, Psychic was last seen deep in con- 


versation with a Randhurst security 
guard, telling him of future successes, of 
coming events, of the world of mysticism 
and gentle madness and the driving need 
to find out what will be.

placed by long distance telephone, The 
customer reaction at Universal has been 
one of grave disappointment with the Pap- 
al decree. 


"I doubt seriously if manufacturers will 


discontinue making St. Christopher med- 
als, despite the Pope's decision. St, Christ- 
opher has been around a lot longer than 
Pope Paul VI, and the people are just not 
willing to drop their devotion just like a 
hot potato,11 said the Universal spokes- 
man, 


"It's the Pope's privilege to cut the 


saints from the calendar, but the people 
that fve talked with at the store are tre- 
mendously disappointed, especially the 
older believers/' remarked Mrs* A. Gar- 
vin from Ecclesiastical Goods in Chicago. 
uSo far we haven't experienced any de~ 


cline in business because it's a tittle too 
early yet to tell, but Ym sure well have 


one. It's hard to estimate at thU tune 
what the sale decreases will mean in dol- 
lars and cents, but we're bound to be af- 
fected by the change," she said. 


"THE CHURCH HAS posed a very deli*

Looked Around Lately? 


The Way We See It 
End Bill Suffocation 


With seven weeks remaining in 


the current legislative session, a 
huge backlog of bills is once again 
building in the General Assembly. 


Even with annual sessions of the 


legislature, record numbers of bills 
have been submitted. Many of these 
measures have little chance of final 
passage, or if approved, signature 
by the governor. Many of them have 
narrow application or deal with sub- 
jects of less than statewide concern. 


These "nuisance" bills occupy an 


enoimous amount of time better 
spent on pressing problems of Illi- 
nois. 


First, the Legislative Reference 


Bureau must put them in legal 
form. The bureau drafted more than 
3.500 bills for legislators before the 
May 5 deadline this year. This 
enormous effort occupied the full- 
time attention of 13 lawyers and a 


pool of typists, working since the 
start of the current session. 


Merely having a deadline for the 


introduction of bills will aid ligisla- 
tors. because they will have more 
time to deal with this pile of legisla- 
tion. 
Whether seven 
weeks 
is 


enough time, however, is doubtful, 
because the legislature will have to 
devote an enormous amount of time 
to the critical problem of state reve- 
nue. 


Typically, the closing hours of a 


legislative session witness a steam- 
rolling of legislation. Legislators 
work around the clock to approve or 
kill bills with which they have little 
familiarity. 


In the past, the legislature has 


passed some bad legislation and left 
to the governor the job of vetoing 
numerous bills which legislators 
should have stopped. This invests in 
the governor unwarranted legisla- 


tive power, and it shifts the burden 
of full study to his staff. 


Something must be done to reduce 


the number of bills law-makers are 
asked to consider. Without stifling 
the individual legislator's right to 
introduce legislation, it might be 
helpful to have a formal screening 
process established through which 
party and legislative leaders could 
indicate to him what chance his bill 
would have of building support. 


One of the bills criticized this ses- 


sion as a nuisance bill was a mea- 
sure repealing the state's horse 
thief act. It was well intentioned, 
but perhaps what it suggests is a 
review of all state legislation to 
weed out antiquated measures rath- 
er than time-consuming individual 
repealers. 


The legislature has taken signifi- 


cant steps to improve its handling of 
legislation; more work remains.

People don't appreciate a good munici- 


pal zoning code until they sell their 
houses. 


Homeowners are usually out of town be- 


fore they realize they owe a debt of grat- 
itude to the zoners who rigidly enforce 
codes. 


That may be why it is hard to interest 


qualified people in serving on zoning 
boards and commissions. They always 
hear the gripes and rarely get a pat on 
the back.

On* of the first indication* of • town's 


maturity. and the first impression it gen- 
erally makes on an outsider, is the ap- 
pearance of its downtown business dis- 
trict. 


There are other things, obviously, which 


make impressions on a newcomer, such as 
th style of home construction, the num- 
ber of trees, the churches and schools 
and. in general, the atmosphere a town 
projects on a short drive through its 
streets 


Similarly, the tax base, the quality of 


the schools, the kind of government in the 
town and the services offered to residents 
are usually more important to the tax- 
payer than the appearance. 


But an outsider driving into a strange 


town doesn't always notice these things. 
He might not see a school or church or a 
park while driving down main street, but 
he will see the downtown area. 


THAT'S WHY It has always puzzled me 


why some communities do absolutely 
nothing to improve their appearance. 


It's even more disturbing to see the new

areas which would lead a visitor to think 
th° town must be cold and heartless. 


In this area, there are three or four 


communities which have been here for 
many years and were not part of one par- 
ticular suburban area or just a stop on the 
commuter line to Chicago. 


Palatine, Arlington Heights and Mount 


Prospect are three in particular which 
were established long before there was a 


need for O'Hare Airport and thousands of 
acres of tri-level homes. 


EACH OF THE THREE had its own 


stores, a few barber shops and bars, and 
the other businesses that make a down- 
town area. 


Some of the older buildings in many 


of the towns have become rundown, and 
many have been restored or remodeled. 
But they still are there and they give the 
town a personality of its own. 


The visitor driving through one of these 


towns might not know a thing about the 
community but he can at least tell that he 
is in some town and he can see things that 
make this town different from the others 
he has passed. 


BUT IT NOW APPEARS that the down- 


town area, which is so important in estab- 
lishing a town's personality, is becoming a 
thing of the past. 


The new towns — those which have de- 


veloped in the past 15 years — have all 
but eliminated the downtown area. 


Look at the new suburbs in this area — 


Rolling Meadows, Hoffman Estates, Elk 
Grove Village — and you'll see that the

A few weeks ago one of my colleagues 


took on automotive dealers, implying 
some of them were giving leas than fair 
service for the money. 


I agree with that premise, but last week 


1 ran into another group of entrepreneurs 
who match car dealers toe to toe. 


It's the people who sell carpeting. 
Uke many new homeowners, my wife 


and I set aaide some money for carpeting. 
Our funds are meager, but should buy 
reasonably good carpeting baaed on cur- 
rent prices. 


We went to a shop, §aw something we 


liked, and then talked to the saleswoman 
about it. 


IN EFFECT, she said she would give us 


a better price If we dealt exclusively with 
her She asked a description of the bouse 
and then we arranged to place • hold on 
the price and type of carpeting we desir- 
ed. 


Then we made a mistake. We gave toe 


Well, weeks went by, the saleswoman 


was reported ir the hospital, and we 
waited for her return. 


When she came back, we discovered 


that the price of carpeting had suddenly 
gone up. We would have to pay a little 
more. 


Next we learned that the carpet com- 


pany took our brief description of the 


house and made a diagram of the amount 
of carpeting we need. 


THE STORE MANAGER now says the 


diagram was done at our house and that it 
shows the exact amount of yardage we 
"ordered." The date on his diagram 
places his measurements at a time before 
our house was built. 


So, we said no deal. We are not inter- 


ested in that kind of pressurized selling. 


And I guess that means we have said 


goodby to our $50, because the company 
refuses to return our deposit. 


DESPITE A CHANGE in price, despite 


inaccurate drawings of the amount of car- 
peting needed and despite the fact that 
they rendered no service whatsoever the 
ISO is gone. 


Lessons like that are expensive, but 


sometimes it takes a jolt to your budget to 
be wary of carpetbaggers. 


I pass this little message on to you for 


what it is worth. The next time you walk 
into a store, watch out. 


Someone might be trying to pull the .rug 


over your eyes. 


downtown area, if there is even any pre- 
text of one, is a big shopping center. 


The driver passing through Hoffman Es- 


tates along Roselle Road sees shopping 
centers on both sides of him. 


Likewise for the same driver when ha 


drives down Kirchoff Road in Rolling 
Meadows. Shopping centers on the left, 
shopping centers on the right, and more 
ahead if he keeps driving. 


THE SHOPPING center was born as a 


matter of convenience to the suburban 
resident who needs a car to get from one 
place to another. 


But in facilitating shopping for its resi- 


dents, suburban developers have made 
their towns ugly. They have stripped them 
of any personality. 


I have one suggestion for those towns 


which are considering additional local 
shopping centers. 


WHY NOT PUT the parking in the rear 


and have the stores front on the main 
streets? The ugliness of these centers is 
mainly because of the hundreds of cars 
parked between the road and the shops. 
By hiding the cars behind the stores, a 
major step toward beautification would be 
taken. 


And by moving the stores closer to the 


street, and bringing back sidewalks, lawns 
and more of a reason for people to walk, 
the store owners would be able to dress up 
their store windows for passing traffic as 
well as for the shoppers. 


If a shopping center has a certain 


amount of space allocated for parking and 
a certain amount allocated for the build- 
ings, it doesn't seem too impossible to 
switch the positions of the two. 


IT MAY TAKE A little extra driveway 


space, but that would be a fair price to 
pay for the added beauty the town could 
have. 


One argument against this proposal 


probably would be that shoppers would be 
entering the stores from the rear — the 
same side as the loading docks, and wouid 
be offended by the ugly site of the back of 
the store. 


My rebuttal is that the back of the store 


with its loading docks frequently is more 
attractive than a cluttered parking lot. 


Those who would disagree should take a 


close look at our ugly shopping centers.

Members of plan commissions, zoning 


boards, and boards of local improvements, 
are considered, by some, the natural ene- 
my of a homeowner's individual freedom. 


IT WASN'T too many years ago that 


zoning codes were opposed by rugged indi- 
vidualists who insisted codes violated a 
man's right to dispose of his own proper- 
ty. 


The same arguments used against fair 


housing legislation were used against zon- 
ing codes. 


"No government agency has a right to 


tell me what I can and cannot do with my 
own property." zoning opponents con- 
tended. 


Zoning codes are accepted now, but with 


little enthusiasm. 


"What right have they got to say I can't 


park my trailer any place I please on my 
property?" snarls the camper. 


"If my neighbor doesn't complain, why 


can't I build my garage right up to the 
property line?" a homeowner asks. 


"I should be able to build a fence any 


height I like," says another.

"It's 
my business, not the village's." 


THE GRIPES about garbage collection 


ordinances, parking ordinances, monotony 
ordinances, sewer and water ordinances, 
are part of everyday conversation among 
suburban homeowners. 


Everyone hates to lose freedom, even if 


that freedom only means parking cars in 
the street all night. 


It is not until the homeowner is ready to 


move that he realizes the strict codes im- 
proved his property value and put real 
money in his pocket. 


BY THEN, it's too late for him to take 


back all the impetuous things he said 
about the village municipal code. 


Developers holler even 
louder than 


homeowners, because a tough, strictly en- 
forced building code makes them build 
better but more expensive houses and 
apartments, thus cutting into their profits. 


However, some of the builders eventual- 


ly see that the codes they so bitterly re- 
sent increase the value of their devel- 
opments. 


Last week, at a luncheon honoring retir- 


ing Arlington Heights Building Commis- 
sioner Harold <Red> Best, shrewd and ar- 
ticulate builder Ben Pekin gave this toast. 


"TO RED. I never thought I'd be sorry 


to see him go. But now I knew that his 
policies made me. inadvertently, a 'quali- 
ty builder.' Today my developments are 
selling better than ever before and I am 
making more money." 


A tough code made Pekin's property 


more valuable. A tough code adds, liter- 
ally, thousands of dollars to the home- 
owner's net worth. 


The best service a village can give its 


taxpayers is a tough code, strictly en- 
forced. 


The irony is the homeowner rarely sees 


this until he leaves the village. 


Minds Dulled by Smoking?

High School students (see the picture in 
the April 28, issue of the Mount Prospect 
Herald) is an exhibiiton, not of manliness 
and courage, but of utter helplessness and 
futility of the young people to cope with 
the Lady Nicotine, our nation's malignant 
enemy as branded by the American Medi- 
cal Association.

Factors to consider: Lighting, color com- 
plements or contrasts.

Storm learning: 
Stay Safe in Car 


The soft gentle rains of springtime caj 


be deceptive. Sometimes they turn into 
cloudbursting, electrical storms. But un- 
'.iss the downpour causes poor visibilit; 
there's no need for a motorist to stop his 
car. 


If, however, you're forced to pull ovei 


and wait out a storm, one of the safest 
places to avoid lightning is in your car — 
aithe open. 


Rubber tires insulate a car and keep thp 


mrrent from grounding the vehicle, so 
there is little danger that lightning can 
harm passengers, advises the Chicago Mo- 
tor Club-AAA. 


If you decide to pull over and wait for 


the storm to pass, the motor club offers 
these safety suggestions: 


Don't park under a tree or pole. If 


struck by lightning, it might fall on top of 
your car. 


Try to avoid parking under overhead 


powerlines strung along the roadside. Dur- 
ing severe storms many of these lines 
are knocked down. 


It is impossible to tell just by looking at 


a line if it is a "live" wire. If a wire hits 
your car, you are safe when you stay in- 
side. Since you can't tell the condition of 
the wire, sit tight and wait. 


But avoid touching any metal parts in- 


side the car. If you must summon help, 
use a wooden or plastic object to activate 
your horn.

To Leave District Positions

Bernie Mitchell has lost 20 years of 


coaching experience . . . according to Dis- 
trict 211, that is. 


Bob Riehm was too rough with the boys 


he coached . . . according to Palatine 
principal Leonard B. Newendorp. 


And Palatine High School and high 


school District 211 has just lost athletic 
director Bernie Mitchell and 
wrestling 


coach Bob Riehm. 


District 211 has established a salary 


schedule for the upcoming 1969-70 school 
year. The salary schedule 
procedure 


states that an instructor would be paid on 
the basis of each year the instructor 
taught in District 211 and up to eight 
years outside District 211. Thus, Bernie 
Mitchell, who has been in District 211 for 
two years, loses 20 of his 28 years of 
coaching and teaching experience outside 
District 211 since only eight of his years 
outside District 211 will be counted on his 
salary schedule. 


In other words, according to District 


2ll's salary schedule, Bernie Mitchell has 
10 years experience instead of 30. Due to 
this, Mitchell resigned. 


"It doesn't seem right to me," Mitchell 


said at the Prospect District track meet 
Saturday. "I'm doing the same job as the 
other athletic directors (Dick Welty at 
Fremd and Charlie Feutz at Conant) in 
this district but this year I'd be making 
$2,600 less than they do. They have put in 
more years in the district and they should 
be getting more than I do. But $2,600 
more? 


"I think that Dick and Charlie deserve 


what they are getting. But I can't see why 
my salary should be that much less than 
theirs. 


"There's no hard feelings between me 


and the district," Mitchell went on. "They 
set up the salary schedule and that's the 
way it is." 


Mitchell, whose resignation was an- 


nounced at an open meeting of the District 
211 board meeting last week, has not yet 
made concrete plans as to what he will do 
next. 


"I'll probably go back to the West Coast 


I where he coached for four years) or I 
might try and get a job with a junior col- 
lege somewhere," Mitchell said. "I won't 
be doing real bad for a while. I've gath- 
ered a little lode through the years." 


Riehm's offered 1969-70 contract was ap- 


proximately the same as his 1968-69 con- 
tract except for one item — Riehm's wres- 
tling duties were taken from him. 


"Mr. Newendorp told me that I was re- 


lieved from my wrestling duties because I 
was too hard on the kids," Riehm said.

The widening of Algonquin Road, from 


Busse Road to Route 53, may be started 
this year while the scheduled widening of 
Higgins Road may not be. 


Substitution of Algonquin Road improve- 


ments for those on Higgins Road in the 
Illinois Division of Highways' 1969 budget 
could hinge on right-of-way acquisition. 


George March, Dist. 10 engineer, Divi- 


sion of Highways, said Monday only four 
parcels of right-of-way remain to be pur- 
chased for Algonquin Road, while 70 par- 
cels must be purchased along Higgins. 


March spoke at a public hearing in Ar- 


lington Heights Village Hall. Twelve local 
officials attended the 40-minute session to 
learn proposed improvements to Algon- 
quin. There were no objections to the pre- 
sentation on improvements. 


THE DISTRICT will go ahead with 


plans to widen Higgins Road if all right-of- 
way can be acquired by this fall, March 
told a Herald reporter. Failing this, the 
$4-million Algonquin Road project will be 
substituted to get some northwest subur- 
ban road improvements in the 1969 budg- 
et, he said. 


Widening Algonquin Road to four lanes 


as proposed will primarily benefit the 
communitief of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows. The widen- 
ing of Higgins Road would benefit Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg, principal- 
ly. 


According to the 1969 highway budget, 


$4.56 million has been alloted to widen 
Higgins Road to four lanes from Elmhurst 
Road to Meacham Road. The S'/z-mile 


stretch of Algonquin Road was allotted 
$20,000 for right-of-way acquisition be- 
tween Route 53 and Elmhurst Road. Dist. 
10 officials recognized both projects ar«; 
urgently needed in the fast-growing north- 
west suburbs. 


According to construction plans, Algon- 


quin Road will be four lanes with a 16-foot 
median strip and channelized intersections 
at Arlington Heights, Golf and relocated 
Wilke Roads. 


HERY YAMANAKA, Dist. 10 design 


engineer, said construction will begin at 
Dempster Street and go 3% miles to Route 
53. Dempster Street will be improved in 
conjunction with Busse Road, a late sum- 
mer project of the Cook County Highway 
Department, the engineer pointed out. 


After the meeting Yamanaka said Busse 


Road will be widened following the state's 
completion of widening Elmhurst Road 
through south Mount Prospect. 


It is hoped Golf Road, from Elmhurst 


Road to Meacham Road, will be under 
ccntract some time this year, the design 
engineer continued. 


Widening of Golf Road has been allotted 


$5,835,000 in the 1969 State highway budg- 
et. March predicted this will be under way 
by the middle of June. 


Route for relocated Wilke Road has not 


been confirmed by the Cook County High- 
way Department, Yamanaka brought out. 
Later, officials pointed out Wilke Road 
may go farther east than had earlier been 
planned. 


IN OTHER AREA road improvements, 


March said Golf Road and Interstate 90 
are slated for some project lettings at a 
May 23 bid opening. 


Louis L. Beaudry, manager, Rolling 


Meadows Holiday Inn, petitioned to retain 
access for the motel from both east and 
west. 


Harold Bell, executive director of the 


Arlington Heights Chamber of Commerce, 
asked about deceleration lanes from Route 
62 for industry and March replied proper- 
ty owners should call the Dist. 10 office to 
tell what they would like to have. • 


"li there is a demand for right and left 


turn lanes, we'll expect some participation 
on their part," March said of industrial 
property owners. 


In the most part, the median strip will 


be mountable, highway officials said. In 
response to a comment from Arlington 
Heights Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson, March 
said he would like to see some plantings 
in the median.

He then proceeded to 
build a complete replica of the nine-car 
Alton Limited which ran between Chicago 
and St. Louis. The train lights up for night 
travel. 


"The models don't really begin to look 


like the original until they have been 
painted and lettered," Brown said. He 
noted that the Pullman car was a fairly 
standard piece of equipment on American 
railroads, replacing the wooden coach.

Limited. This train had the older wooden 
passenger cars. 


According to the hobbyist, it takes about 


15 to 20 hours from start to finish to build 
a Pullman model. 


Brown begins construction of a scale 


model Pullman car by cutting the window 
pattern for the side. This pattern is then 
duplicated in several layers of styrene 
plastic and art board which are built up to 
form one side of the Pullman. When the 
two sides are completed, the top and bot- 
tom sections are added and the model is 
then painted. 


"The Pullman cars do not really have 


any character until they've been painted 
and lettered." Brown stated. He works on 
the models evenings and weekends. 


A Slt,'DENT OF American railroad his- 


tory, Brown pointed out that the private 
Pullman car was once a status symbol for 
railroad executives and industrial leaders 
in this country. 


As Mrs. William Vanderbilt said, "A 


private railroad car is not an acquired 


taste. One takes to it immediately." 


"Many of the Pullman cars were named 


after American lakes or scenic places," 
Brown noted in discussing the era of pas- 
senger trains. 


"The Pullman car is so basically stan- 


dard that you can pretty much build any 
model from a picture," explained Brown, 
who is employed at Western Electric in 
Rolling Meadows. 


The Pullman coach was owned by the 


Pullman Co. and leased to individual rail- 
roads, the hobbyist said. 


"There are many youngsters who have 


never seen this equipment actually in op- 
eration," said Brown. 


Fortunately, memories of the passenger 


train era will stay alive through Brown's 
scale replicas. 


Despite the astounding nature of his re- 


marks, Royse is dead serious about his 
activities. He dismisses latenight person- 
ality Griswell as merely an "entertainer," 
and says that acceptance of "teachers" 
such as himself is growing. 


"YEARS AGO, all we would see in the

21 family living and sex 
education program, or any school pro- 
gram, according to Kenneth Gill, Dist. 21 
superintendent. 


In a letter to parents devoted to the cur- 


rent controversy over the district's sex 
education program, Gill this week encour- 
aged parents to contact school staff con- 
cerning any rumors they hear about dis- 
trict programs 


"Do not be misguided by materials tak- 


en from context and presented in an unre- 
lated form to you," Gill warned in the 
letter. 


The superintendent urged parents to 


give their opinions of the program to per- 
sona serving on the Family Living and 
Sex Education Program Review Com- 
mittee. "Ask them to keep you informed 


concerning progress of the evaluation," 
Gill said. 


"We unalterably guarantee the right of 


any citizen to question the programs of 
this school district," Gill said. "To my 
knowledge this right has never been 
threatened, despite documents being cir- 
culated which state that this is being 
done. 


"THIS PROGRAM IS meant to enlight- 


en students, reinforce family life, and sup- 
port the moral codes of our society. It is 
not meant to replace family responsibility 
but to reinforce and support it. 


"If and when we find any portion of the 


program not serving the welfare of the 
students, we will delete such portions of 
the program. The will of the majority of 
the citizens of this school district will be 
the final determinant, (as it can most ef- 
fectively be determined by the legally con- 
stituted Board of Education) of the pro- 
grams of the school district," Gill said.

Annex Bill 


A form letter from residents in a Pros- 


pect Heights area fighting House Bill 1241 
is being sent to representatives of the Illi- 
nois House, reiterating objections to the 
bill. 


The group has five major objections. 


They feel the bill does not allow residents 
in an unincorporated area to vote either 
for or against a proposed annexation. 
Also, the group notes that an area under 
annexation proceedings can not block the 
annexation while arguments are 
being 


heard in court. 


A third objection mentioned in the letter 


is that the bill, if passed, "would allow 
strip annexing of all commercial, industri- 
al, and vacant property without regard to 
the needs and best interests of the adjoin- 
ing residential areas." 


THE LETTER points out the group's ob- 


jection to what is described as a "dis- 
regard" lor their rights as residents of an 
unincorporated area. 


Still another objection of the group con- 


cerns the provision in the bill for dis- 
connection from an annexing municipality. 
The bill stipulates three years must pass 
after the date of annexation before dis- 
connection proceedings can begin. 


Residents of the Prospect Heights area 


who are fighting the bill's passage are 
also engaged in a petition campaign. 
Copes of the petition are to be sent to the 
representatives with the cover letter. 


Members of the group were in contact 


with representatives of the third District 
over the weekend, according to Mrs. Geor- 
gine Gardner, a leader in the fubt aeainst 
the bill.

site, despite the need created by a single- 
family boom in the area 


In November, the village purchased a 


:*-acre landfill site south of the property 
from the Stavros brothers, Gust and Jim. 
The property, when filled in within 20 
years, will !>e used as a recreation area. 
' TIIKN. IN JANUARY, 1968, officials of 
Dist. 21 attended a legal committee hear- 
ing, and asked for a site They said they 
anticipated about 300 children from the 
Stavros development. Money in lieu of 
land would give the village about $75,000 it 
was reported 


And the legal committee agreed with 


the request for land. Moore grumbled and 
said he'd meet with his client to discuss 
the "ultimatum." 


In March. Stavros was told that it was 


either a land dedication or $300,000 in lieu 
of land. Stavros muttered, "They can 
have the 9 3 acres on the south side of the 
road if somebody is going to make up the 
difference." 


In March. Stavros threatened to dis- 


annex from Arlington Heights. He com- 
plained about the $300.000 for land dedica- 
tion, or a nine-acre school site. He 
charged that too many resections were 
placed on the use of the property. 


However, after more talking, money in 


lieu of land was approved by ordinance on 
Julv 
1. Total cost to Stavros: $50,000, 


which would be paid as the project was 
developed. 


SO, WITH AN ordinance on the books 


approving the donation to the village, the 
plan commission voted last week to ap- 
prove a preliminary subdivision plat for 
the property, but, as Cmr James Ryan 
put it in a motion. "We call specific atten- 
tion to the board that we don't feel the 
needs of the park di-trict and Dist. 21 are 
met by the acceptance of money in lieu of 
land " 


So. what is normally a fairly routine 


pi ocedure 
— land dedication 
— 
has 


thrown up an obstacle which may make it 
difficult to -atisfy all the parties involved 


The idea of land dedication for public 


use ii a common Arlington Heights proce- 
dure in which developers on large projects 
are required to dedicate land — or money 
— for public u.se. 


A land contribution goes to one of the 


school districts serving Arlington Heights 
or to the park district Money, on the oth- 
er hand. goe< into a special village fund 


In mo^t case-, the developer and the 


parties involved huddle to come up with 
most agreeable solution In this case, the 
parties huddled, but the school district 
charges it isn t satisfied 


SKVKRU. POSSIBLE 
reasons 
are 


available to explain the approval of mon- 
ey, rather than a land dedication. First, 
the golf course, mingled with the apart- 
ment and single-family zone, is covered 
by a re-itrictive covenant that prohibits 
Stavros from ever using the land for any 
construction 


Such a covenant cuts Stavros' use of the 


land and hurts him in the pocketbook. It 
makes every inch of available land more 
precious — and makes the thought of land 
dedication unpleasant, to say the least. 


Second, the golf course cannot be used 


during the winter. As several plan com- 
missioners pointed out Monday night, the 
property could be used as a park for 
sledding — if the owner of the course is 
willing to cooperate. 


It is not clear what the solution will be 


to the dilemma. Whatever happens must 
be resolved in conference between the 
parties involved. 


However, a triangular stripe of land is 


at the base of the property, across Nichols 
Road. If Stavros wanted to give it up, it 
could be used for a school site, even 
though it is not ideally shaped for such 
use. 


Open land is available near the site, and 


perhaps that land could be acquired and 
dedicated to Dist. 21. 


Whatever solution is found, Stavros and 


Moore hope for a solution as soon as pos- 
sible. They are anxious to gain final plat 
approval and break ground for the proj- 
ect, which has been on village maps for at 
least a year. 


GENERALLY, however, the questions 


raised by Stavros and Dist. 21 raise anoth- 
er important point: Arlington Heights 
could tend to compete against a school 
district or a park district to purchase 
land. 


Arlington Heights has an interest in 


gaining money in lieu of land — the vil- 
lage can use it for a land purchase later. 
Similarly, the park district or a school dis- 
trict would naturally want to use whatever 
property it gains from a developer. 


Unless effective communication is esU|> 


lished between various groups, there's a 
chance that resentment can be created. 
Perhaps it was the problem with the 
Stavros problem.

northern tip of Arlington Heights, is going 
to donate land for a school and park site, 
or whether he will contribute money in 
lieu of land to Arlington Heights. 


Ten months ago, it appeared that the 


problem had been resolved On July 1, 
1968, the Arlington Heights Village Board 
unanimously passed an ordinance approv- 
ing, among other items, a $50,000 donation 
"in lieu of land" for the Stavros property. 


APPROVAL OF that ordinance followed 


negotiations between Stavros, his attorney 
William Moore, and members of the vil- 
lage adminisgation. One village official 
termed them "hard negotiations " 


Approval of the money in lieu of land 


was agreed upon on Monday, June 10,

A form letter from residents in a Pros- 


pect Heights area fighting House Bill 1241 
is being sent to representatives of the Illi- 
nois House, reiterating objections to the 
bill.

In November, the village purchased a 


5ti-acre landfill site south of the property 
from the Stavros brothers.

the request for land. Moore grumbled and 
said he'd meet with his client to discuss 
the "ultimatum." 


In March. Stavros was told that it was 


either a land dedication or $300,000 in lieu 
of land. Stavros muttered. "They can 
have the 9.3 acres on the south side of the 
road if somebody is going to make up the 
difference." 


In March. Stavros threatened to dis- 


annex from Arlington Heights. He com- 
plained about the $300,000 for land dedica- 
tion, or a nine-acre 
school site. He 


charged that too many restrictions were 
placed on the use of the property. 


Hosvever. after more talking, money in 


lieu of land was approved by ordinance on 
July 1. Total cost to Stavros: $50,000, 
which would be paid as the project was 
developed. 


SO. WITH AN ordinance on the books 


approving the donation to the village, the 
plan commission voted last week to ap- 
prove a preliminary subdivision plat for 
the property, but. as Cmr. James Ryan 
put it in a motion. "We call specific atten- 
tion >o the board that sve don't feel the 
needs of the park district and Dist. 21 are 
met by the acceptarce of money in lieu of 
land." 


So. what is normally a fairly routine 


procedure 
— land dedication 
— 
has 


thrown up an obstacle which may make it 
difficult to satisfy all the parties involved. 


The idea of land dedication for public 


use is a common Arlington Heights proce- 
dure in which developers on large projects 
are required to dedicate land — or money 
— for public use. 


A land contribution goes to one of the 


school districts serving Arlington Heights 
or to the park district. Money, on the oth- 
er hand, goes into a special village fund. 


In most case-., the developer and the 


parties involved huddle to come up with 
most agreeable solution In this case, the 
parties huddled, but the school district 
charges it isn't satisfied 


SK\ER\L POSSIBLE 
reasons 
are 


available to explain the approval of mon- 
ey, rather than a land dedication. First, 
the golf course, mingled with the apart- 
ment and single-family zone, is covered 
by a restrictive covenant that prohibits 
Stavros from eser using the land for any 
construction. 


Such a covenant cuts Stavros' use of the 


land and hurts him in the pocketbook. It 
makes every inch of available land more 
precious — and makes the thought of land 
dedication unpleasant, to say the least. 


Second, the golf course cannot be used 


during the winter. As several plan com- 
missioners pointed out Monday night, the 
property could be used as a park for 
sledding — if the owner of the course is 
willing to cooperate. 


It is not clear what the solution will be 


to the dilemma. Whatever happens must 
be resolved in conference between the 
parties involved. 


However, a triangular stripe of land is 


at the base of the property, across Nichols 
Road. If Stavros wanted to give it up, it 
could be used for a school site, even 
though it is not ideally shaped for such 
use. 


Open land is available near the site, and 


perhaps that land could be acquired and 
dedicated to Dist. 21. 


Whatever solution is found, Stavros and 


Moore hope for a solution as soon as pos- 
sible. They are anxious to gain final plat 
approval and break ground for the proj- 
ect, which has been on village maps for at 
least a year. 


GENERALLY, however, the questions 


raised by Stavros and Dist. 21 raise anoth- 
er important point: 
Arlington Heights 


could tend to compete against a school 
district or a park district to purchase 
land. 


Arlington Heights has an interest in 


gaining money in lieu of land — the vil- 
lage can use it for a land purchase later. 
Similarly, the park district or a school dis- 
trict would naturally want to use whatever 
property it gains from a developer. 


Unless effective communication is esttlb- 


lished between various groups, there's a 
chance that resentment can be created. 
Perhaps it was the problem with the 
Stavros problem.

Will Dispel Sex Rumors 


"Truth squads" will be organized if nec- 


essary to dispel any rumors circulating 
•bout the Dist. 21 family living and sex 
education program, or any school pro- 
gram, according to Kenneth Gill, Dist. 21 
superintendent. 


In a letter to parents devoted to the cur- 


rent controversy over the district's sex 
education program, Gill this week encour- 
aged parents to contact school staff con- 
cerning any rumors they hear about dis- 
trict programs. 


"Do not be misguided by materials tak- 


en from context and presented in an unre- 
lated form to you," Gill warned in the 
letter. 


The superintendent urged parents 
to 


give their opinions of the program to per- 
sons serving on the Family Living and 
Sex Education Program Review Com- 
mittee. "Ask them to keep you informed 


concerning progress of the evaluation," 
Gill said. 


"We unalterably guarantee the right of 


any citizen to question the programs of 
this school district," Gill said. "To my 
knowledge this right has never been 
threatened, despite documents being cir- 
culated which state that this is being 
done. 


"THIS PROGRAM IS meant to enlight- 


en students, reinforce family life, and sup- 
port the moral codes of our society. It is 
not meant to replace family responsibility 
but to reinforce and support it. 


"If and when we find any portion of the 


program not serving the welfare of the 
students, we will delete such portions of 
the program. The will of the majority of 
the citizens of this school district will be 
the final determinant, (as it can most ef- 
fectively be determined by the legally con- 
stituted Board of Education) of the pro- 
grams of the school district," Gill said.

Annex Bill 


A form letter from residents in a Pros- 


pect Heights area fighting House Bill 1241 
is being sent to representatives of the Illi- 
nois House, reiterating objections to the 
bill. 


The group has five major objections. 


They feel the bill does not allow residents 
in an unincorporated area to vote either 
for or against a proposed annexation. 
Also, the group notes that an area under 
annexation proceedings can not block the 
annexation while arguments are 
being 


heard in court. 


A third objection mentioned in the letter 


is that the bill, if passed, "would allow 
strip annexing of all commercial, industri- 
al, and vacant property withouf regard to 
the needs and best interests of the adjoin- 
ing residential areas." 


THE LETTER points out the group's ob- 


jection to what is described as a "dis- 
regard" for their rights as residents of an 
unincorporated area. 


Still another objection of the group con- 


cerns the provision in the bill for dis- 
connection from an annexing municipality. 
The bill stipulates three years must pass 
after the date of annexation before dis- 
connection proceedings can begin. 


Residents of the Prospect Heights area 


who are fighting the bill's passage are 
also engaged in a petition campaign. 
Copes of the petition are to be sent to the 
representatives with the cover letter. 


Members of the group were in contact 


with representatives of the third District 
over the weekend, according to Mrs. Geor- 
gine Gardner, a leader in the fight against 
the bill.

ed that Stavros had not set aside a school 
site, despite the need created by a single- 
family boom in the area. 


In November, the village purchased a 


SB-acre landfill site south of the property 
from the Stavros brothers, Gust and Jim. 
The property, when filled in within 20 
years, will be used as a recreation area. 


THEN. IN JANUARY, 1968, officials of 


Dist. 21 attended a legal committee hear- 
ing, and asked for a site. They said they 
anticipated about 300 children from the 
Stavros development. Money in lieu of 
land would give the village about $75,000 it 
was reported. 


And the legal committee agreed with 


the request for land. Moore grumbled and 
said he'd meet with his client to discuss 
the "ultimatum." 


In March, Stavros was told that it was 


either a land dedication or $300,000 in lieu 
of land. Stavros muttered, "They can 
have the 9.3 acres on the south side of the 
road if somebody is going to make up the 
difference." 


In March. Stavros threatened to dis- 


annex from Arlington Heights. He com- 
plained about the $300.000 for land dedica- 
tion, or a nine-acre school site. He 
charged that too many restrictions were 
placed on the use of the property. 


However, after more talking, money in 


lieu of land was approved by ordinance on 
July 1 Total cost to Stavros: $50,000, 
which would be paid as the project was 
developed. 


SO, WITH AN ordinance on the books 


approving the donation to the village, the 
plan commission voted last week to ap- 
prove a preliminary subdivision plat for 
the property, but, as Cmr. James Ryan 
put it in a motion, "We call specific atten- 
tion to the board that we don't feel the 
needs of the park district and Dist. 21 are 
met by the acceptance of money in lieu of 
land." 


So, what is normally a fairly routine 


procedure 
— land dedication — 
has 


thrown up an obstacle which may make it 
difficult to .-.atisfy all the parties involved. 


The idea of land dedication for public 


use is a common Arlington Heights proce- 
dure in which developers on large projects 
are required to dedicate land — or money 
— for public use. 


A land contribution goes to one of the 


school districts serving Arlington Heights 
or to the park district Money, on the oth- 
er hand, goes into a special village fund. 


In most cases, the developer and the 


parties involved huddle to come up with 
most agreeable solution In this case, the 
parties huddled, but the school district 
charges it isn't satisfied 


SEVERAL POSSIBLE 
reasons 
are 


available to explain the approval of mon- 
ey, rather than a land dedication. First, 
the golf course, mingled with the apart- 
ment and single-family zone, is covered 
by a restrictive covenant that prohibits 
Stavros from ever using the land for any 
construction. 


Such a covenant cuts Stavros' use of the 


land and hurts him in the pocketbook. It 
makes every inch of available land more 
precious — and makes the thought of land 
dedication unpleasant, to say the least. 


Second, the golf course cannot be used 


during the winter. As several plan com- 
missioners pointed out Monday night, the 
property could be used as a park for 
sledding — if the owner of the course is 
willing to cooperate. 


It is not clear what the solution will be 


to the dilemma. Whatever happens must 
be resolved in conference between the 
parties involved. 


However, a triangular stripe of land is 


at the base of the property, across Nichols 
Road. If Stavros wanted to give it up, it 
could be used for a school site, even 
though it is not ideally shaped for such 
use. 


Open land is available near the site, and 


perhaps that land could be acquired and 
dedicated to Dist. 21. 


Whatever solution is found, Stavros and 


Moore hope for a solution as soon as pos- 
sible. They are anxious to gain final plat 
approval and break ground for the proj- 
ect, which has been on village maps for at 
least a year. 


GENERALLY, however, the questions 


raised by Stavros and Dist. 21 raise anoth- 
er important point: Arlington Heights 
could tend to compete against a school 
district or a park district to purchase 
land. 


Arlington Heights has an interest in 


gaining money in lieu of land — the vil- 
lage can use it for a land purchase later. 
Similarly, the park district or a school dis- 
trict would naturally want to use whatever 
property it gains from a developer. 


Unless effective communication is esUl> 


lished between various groups, there's a 
chance that resentment can be created. 
Perhaps it was the problem with the 
Stavros problem.

AFTER A MOMENT, the mood of the 


audience changed. People were deep in 
concentration. A man dropped his head as 
if suddenly asleep. Later we all exchanged 
our knowledge about each other. 


The woman with my watch accurately 


guessed the number of persons in my fam- 
ily but said I live in a seven-room tri-level 
and own a dog. 


"That's not right," I said, "but I would 


like to own a dog." 


"That must be it," she said. 
Compared with the audience, Royse did 


much better. Without touching people or 
clasping their belongings, he spoke to 
nearly every individual telling them what 
their vibrations predicted. 


Hi told several people that they should 


get their eyes checked, they will be wear- 
ing glasses soon. To others, he said, "Go 
to your doctor, attention now will prevent 
surgery later." To one young woman, he 
disclosed a young man in her life will soon 
be drafted and sent to Vietnam. "But he 
will return safely," Mr. Psychic said 


Clifford Royse Jr. says he is the sixth in 


a line of psychic personalities. He spent 
most of Wr. life in Chicago and learned at 
an early age that he had the gift of amaz- 
ing perception.

whether or not they should sign a contract 
or get in a business deal," he said. 


IN LATER LIFE, ROYSE found it prof-

Royse also claims that his 9-year-old son

Judging from the audience at Rand-

Another woman' disclosed that on the 


night of a relative's death, a small circle 
of light appeared in a room of the house 
and wandered over the wall.

marks, Royse is dead serious about his 
activities.

He promised to 
do his best to keep them at a minimum.

Instructions to immediately evict all 


tenants from several migrant housing lo- 
cations in Palatine Township were issued 
to two property owners Monday morning 
by Cook County officials. 


At an administrative hearing, Francis 


Hogan, acting violation supervisor for the 
county building and zoning department 
threatened legal action if the tenants are 
not gone within 10 days. 


Charged with zoning violations are Ivan 


Vasylaty, who lives at 600 W. Wood St. 
and owns property there and at 1000 N. 
Smith Road and 263 N. Quentin, and Mrs. 
Jesse Morales, resident and property own- 
er at 136 N. Quentin. 


Hogan plans to contact the state attor- 


ney's office today to discuss seeking an 
injunction to force compliance with the 
law. 


"We can get a court order, if neces- 


sary," he said. 


VASYLATY SAID he intends to conta"t 


an attorney before evicting tenants. He 
was told to return with his lawyer to an- 
other hearing next Monday. 


Mrs. Morales agreed to evict a family 


and several single men from her house by 
the end of the week. 


The owner of several shacks at all three 


locations, Vasylaty said he rents living 
quarters to migrant workers "because 
they have no other place to go." 


He said he charges $5 a week to a single 


man and from $60 to $80 a month to a 
family. 


"But I don't need the money. I need the 


help." he said. 


In the landscaping business, Vasylaty 


said some of his tenants also are bis em- 
ployes. Then later, he said that most of 
the men work in factories in the area. 


County officials were trying to decide if 


housing on his property could be classified 
as a migrant camp outlined in a 1961 Illi- 
nois statute. But they determined definite 
z o n i n g violations since tenants are 
charged rent and all are not employes. 


A COUNTY official asked, "Why don't 


you tear the shacks down?" after Vasyla- 
ty said he can't refuse homeless migrants 
when they knock at his door. 


"I've 
even let them sleep in my own 


bedroom and in my car. Maybe I could fix 
up the shacks," Vasylaty suggested. 


But Ed Hennessy, county plumbing su- 


pervisor, said, "There's no possible way 
you could bring those shacks up to stan- 
dards which would comply with our ordi- 
nance." 


The Cook County Public Health Depart- 


ment also has investigated the migrant 
housing locations and reported "conditions 
unfit for human habitation." 


In addition to undesirable living condi- 


tions on the Morales property, county offi- 
cials were concerned about abandoned 
autos on the two-acre tract. 


Mrs. Morales, who said she's been ren- 


ting rooms to single men from Mexico and 
Texas for the last eight years, said most 
of the cars were left on the property last 
year by men transported back to Mexico 
when police discovered their illegal entry 
into the country. She said the cars and 
tenants would be gone by Saturday. 


Which Road First?

The widening of Algonquin Road, from 


Basse Road to Route S3, may be started 
this year while the scheduled widening of 
Higgins Road may not be. 


Substitution of Algonquin Road improve- 


ments for those on Higgins Road in the 
Illinois Division of Highways' 1969 budget 
could hinge on right-of-way acquisition. 


George March, Dist. 10 engineer, Divi- 


sion of Highways, said Monday only four 
parcels of right-of-way remain to be pur- 
chased for Algonquin Road, while 70 par- 
cels must be purchased along Higgins. 


March spoke at a public hearing in Ar- 


lington Heights Village Hall. Twelve local 
officials attended the 40-minute session to 
learn proposed improvements to Algon- 
quin. There were no objections to the pre- 
sentation on improvements. 


THE DISTRICT will go ahead with 


plans to widen Higgins Road if all right-of- 
way can be acquired by this fall, March 
told a Herald reporter. Failing this, the 
$4-million Algonquin Road project will be 
substituted to get some northwest subur- 
ban road improvements in the 1969 budg- 
et* he said. 


Widening Algonquin Road to four lanes 


as proposed will primarily benefit the 
communities' of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows. The widen- 
ing of Higgins Road would benefit Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg, principal- 
ly. 


According to the 1969 highway budget, 


$4.56 million has been alloted to widen 
Higgins Road to four lanes from Elmhurst 


Road to Meacham Road. The 3Vi-mile 
stretch of Algonquin Road was allotted 
$20,000 for right-of-way acquisition be- 
tween Route 53 and Elmhurst Road. Dist. • 
10 officials recognized both projects are 
urgently needed, in the fast-growing north- 
west suburbs. 


According to construction plans, Algon- 


quin Road will be four lanes with a 16-foot 
median strip and channelized intersections 
at Arlington Heights, Golf and relocated 
Wilke Roads. 


HERY YAMANAKA, Dist. 10 design 


engineer, said construction will begin at 
Dempster Street and go 3% miles to Route 
53. Dempster Street will be improved in 
conjunction with Busse Road, a late sum- 
mer project of the Cook County Highway 
Department, the engineer pointed out. 


After the meeting Yamanaka said Busse 


Road will be widened following the state's 
completion of widening Elmhurst Road 
through south Mount Prospect. 


It is hoped Golf Road, from Elmhurst 


Road to Meacham Road, will be under 
ccntract some time this year, the design 
engineer continued. 


Widening of Golf Road has been allotted 


$5,835,000 in the 1969 State highway budg- 
et. March predicted this will be under way 
by the middle of June. 


Route for relocated Wilke Road has not 


been confirmed by the Cook County High- 
way Department, Yamanaka brought out. 
Later, officials pointed out Wilke Road 
may go farther east than had earlier been 
planned.

A woman next to me had my watch, 
She was stroking it, trying to relax her- 
self, trying to get some information about 
me out of an inanimate object, 


AFTER A MOMENT, the mood of the 


audience changed. People were deep in 
concentration. A man dropped his head as 
if suddenly asleep. Later we all exchanged 
our knowledge about each other. 


The woman with my watch accurately

Charged with zoning violations are Ivan 


Vasylaty, who lives at $00 W, Wood St. 
and owns property there and at 1000 R 
Smith Road and 263 N. Quentin, and Mrs 
Jesse Morales, resident and property own- 
eratlftN, Quentin- 


Hogan plans to contact the state attor- 


ney's office today to discuss seeking an 
injunction to force compliance with the 
law. 


"We can get a court order, if neces- 


sary/* he said. 


VASYLATY SAID he intends to contact 


an attorney before evicting tenants. He 
was told to return with his lawyer to an- 
other hearing next Monday. 


Mrs Morales agreed to evict a family 


and several single men from her house by 
the end of the week. 


The owner of several shacks at all three 


locations, Vasylaty said he rents living 
quarters to migrant workers "because 
they have no other place to go," 


He said he charges S5 a week to a single 


man and from $80 to $80 a month to a 
family. 


"But I don't need the money. I need the 


help," he said 


In the landscaping business, Vasylaty 


said some of his tenants also art his em- 
ployes. Then later, he said that must of 
the men work in factories in the area. 


County officials were trying to decide if 


housing on his property could be classified 
as a migrant camp outlined in a 1961 Illi- 
nois statute. But they determined definite 
zoning violations since tenants are 
charged rent and ail are not employes. 


A COUNTY official asked, "Why don't 


you tear the shacks down?" after Vasyla- 
ty said be can't refuse homeless migrants 
when they knock at his door 


"I've even let them sleep in my own 


bedroom and in my car. Maybe I could fix 
up the shacks/' Vasylaty suggested 


But Ed Hennessy, county plumbing su- 


pervisor, said, "There's no possible way 
you could bring those shacks up to stan- 
dards which would comply with our ordi- 
nance," 


The Cook County Public Health Depart- 


ment also has Investigated the migrant 
bousing locations and reported "conditions 
unfit for human habitation/* 


In addition to undesirable living condi- 


tions on the Morales property, county offi- 
cials were concerned about abandoned

Failing this, the 
14-miUion Algonquin Road project will be 
substituted to get some northwest subur- 
ban road improvements in the 19G9 budg- 
et, he said. 


Widening Algonquin Road to four lanes 


as proposed will primarily benefit the 
communities of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows. The widen- 
ing of Higgins Road would benefit Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg, principal- 
ly- 


According to the 1969 highway budget, 


$4.56 millior has been alloted to widen 
Higgins Road to four lanes from Elmhurst 
Road to Meacham Road. The 3Vz-mile 
stretch of Algonquin Road was allotted

Substitution of Algonquin Road improve- 


ments for those on Higgins Road hi the 
Illinois Division of Highways' 1969 budget 
could hinge on right-of-way acquisition, 


George March, Dist. 10 engineer, Divi- 


sion of Highways, said Monday only four 
parcels of right-of-way remain to be pur- 
chased for Algonquin Road, while TO par- 
cels must be purchased along Higgins, 


March spoke at a public hearing in Ar- 


lington Heights Village Hall Twelve local 
officials attended the 40-mmute session to 
learn proposed improvements to Algon- 
quin, There were no objections to the pre- 
sentation on improvements. 


THE DISTRICT will go ahead 
with 


plans to widen Higgins Road if all right-of- 
way can be acquired by this fall, March 
told a Herald reporter, Failing this, the 
$4-million Algonquin Road project will be 
substituted to get some northwest subur- 
ban road improvements in the 1969 budg- 
et, he said, 


Widening Algonquin Road to four lanes 


as proposed will primarily benefit the 
communities of Mount Prospect, Arlington 
Heights and Rolling Meadows. The widen- 
ing of Higgins Road would benefit Elk 
Grove Village and Schaumburg, principal- 
ly 


According to the 1969 highway budget, 


14,56 millior has been alloted to widen 
Higgins Road to four lanes from Elmhurst 
Road to Meacbam Roadr The 3^-mile 
stretch of Algonquin Road was allotted 
$20,000 for right-of-way acquisition be- 
tween Route 53 and Elmhurst Road, Dist. 
10 officials recognized both projects are 
urgently needed in the fast-growing north- 
west suburbs. 


According to construction plans, Algon- 


quin Road will be four lanes with a I6*foot 
median strip and channelized intersections 
at Arlington Heights, Gotf and relocated 
Wilke Roads. 


HERY YAMANAKA, Dist. 10 design 


engineer, said construction will begin at 
Dempster Street and go 3*4 miles to Route 
53. Dempster Street will be improved in 
conjunction with Busse Road, a late sum- 
mer project of the Cook County Highway 
Department, the engineer pointed out. 


After the meeting Yamanaka said Busse 


Road will be widened following the state's 
completion of widening Elmhurst Road 


through south Mount Prospect. 


It is hoped Golf Road, from Elmhursi 


Road to Meacham Road, will be under 
contract some time this year, the design 
engineer continued. 


Widening of Golf Road has been allotted 


$5,835,000 in the 1969 State highway budg 
et. March predicted this will be under way 
by the middle of June. 


Route for relocated Wilke Road has no, 


been confirmed by the Cook County High- 
way Department, Yamanaka brought out. 
Later, officials pointed out Wttke Road 
may go farther east than had earlier been 
planned.

sion of Highways, said Monday only four 
parcels of right-of-way remain to be pur- 
chased for Algonquin Road, while 70 par- 
cels must be purchased along Higgles. 


March spoke at a public hearing in Ar- 


lington Heights Village Hall. Twelve local 
officials attended the 4frminute session to 
learn proposed improvements to Algon* 
quin. There were no objections to the pre- 
sentation on improvements. 


THE DISTRICT will go ahead with 


plaits to widen Higgins Road if alt right-of- 
way can be acquired by this fall, March 
told a Herald reporter. Failing this, the 
*4-raifflon Algonquin Road project will be 
substituted to get some northwest subur- 
ban road improvements in the 1969 budg- 
et, he said. 


Widening Algonquin Road to four lanes

\olumes or about 11 books per person.

Saving Arlington 
Heiahts from last place is the Fox Lake 
library, which contains an average of one 
book per person.

Property Dispute Renewed Signals 


Not Up 


by TOM WELLMAN 


Gust Stavros, developer of the proposed 


238-acre Three Lakes development, the 
Arlington Heights Park District; School 
Dist. 21. and the Village of Arlington 
Heights find themselves in a property dis- 
pute — for the second time. 


The dispute concerns whether Stavros, 


who is hoping to develop his project on the 
northern tip of Arlington Heights, is going 
to donate land for a school and park site, 
or whether he will contribute money in 
liei> of land to Arlington Heights. 


Tan months ago, it appeared that the 


problem had been resolved. On July 1, 
1968, 
the Arlington Heights Village Board 


unanimously passed an ordinance approv- 
ing, among other items, a $50,000 donation 
"in lieu of land" for the Stavros property. 


APPROVAL OF that ordinance followed 


negotiations between Stavros, his attorney 
William Moore, and members of the vil- 
lage admmisgation 
One village official 


termed them "hard negotiations " 


Approval of the money in lieu of land 


was agreed upon on Monday, June 10, 
1968, 
bv the legal committee. The ordi- 


nance was approved on July 1 by a 5-0 
\ote 


However, the struggle to determine 


whether money or land should be dedi- 
cated for public use began almost two 
years ago, in June, 1967. 


Stavros told the Plan Commission in 


1967 that he would not prefer a land dedi- 
cation, as it would take too much land out 
of a "high use" category. 


In September, school officials in Dist. 


21, which serves Buffalo Grove, watched 
Stavros' plans Supt Kenneth Gill remark- 
ed that Stavros had not set aside a school 
site, despite the need created by a single- 
family boom in the area. 


In November, the village purchased a 


56-acre landfill site south of the property 
from the Stavros brothers, Gust and Jim. 
The property, when filled in within 20 
years, will be used as a recreation area. 


THEN. IN JANUARY, 1968, officials of 


Dist. 21 attended a legal committee hear- 
ing, and asked for a site. They said they 
anticipated about 300 children from the 
Stavros development. Money in lieu of 
land would give the village about $75,000 it 
was reported. 


And the legal committee agreed with 


the request for land. Moore grumbled and 
said he'd meet with his client to discuss 
the "ultimatum." 


In March, Stavros was told that it was 


either a land dedication or $300,000 in lieu 
of land. Stavros muttered, "They can 
have the 9.3 acres on the south side of the 
road if somebody is going to make up the 
difference." 


In March. Stavros threatened to dis- 


annex from Arlington Heights. He com- 
plained about the $300,000 for land dedica- 
tion, or a nine-acre school site. He 
charged that too many restrictions were 
placed on the use of the property. 


However, after more talking, money in 


lieu of land was approved by ordinance on 
July 1. Total cost to Stavros: $50,000, 
which would be paid as the project was 
developed. 


SO, WITH AN ordinance on the books 


approving the donation to the village, the 
plan commission voted last week to ap- 
prove a preliminary subdivision plat for 
the property, but, as Cmr. James Ryan 
put it in a motion, "We call specific atten- 
tion to the board that we don't feel the 
needs of the park district and Dist. 21 are 
met by the acceptance of money in lieu of 
land " 


In case you have not noticed, in- 


stallation of temporary traffic lights for 
the Rand, Windsor and Thomas inter- 
section near John Hersey High School, Ar- 
lington Heights, has not begun. 


S t a t e R e p . Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, noticed Friday that 
construction had not started. He called 
state highway officials and was told the 
installation of the temporary lights will 
begin this week. 


"I told the state that if I got home this 


Friday and those lights were not started, 
they would hear from me again," Schlick- 
man told the Herald yesterday. 


The state promised the installation of 


temporary lights after petitions collected 
by students at Hersey were taken to Gov. 
Richard Ogilvie's office by Schlickman. 


Permanent lights are due for the inter- 


section by Sept. 1. 


Vocational Funding OK 


Funding of a Dist. 57 vocational pro- 


gram by Elk Grove Township will appar- 
ently be continued, according to Bernard 
F. Lee, township auditor. 


Lee said reports that the highly ac- 


claimed vocational program was to be 
cancelled were ' premature." He also 
gave a breakdown of the steps involved in 
the township's allocation of the $10,000 
budgeted for youth activities. 


Lee said the $10,000 budget was estab- 


lished for the Youth Commission at the 
annual meeting. 


School Dist. 57 has requested continued 


participation by the township in the prac- 
tical arts program. 


This request has been forwarded to the 


Youth Commission with a recommenda- 
tion for continued participation by the 
township in this project. 


THK YOUTH Commission 
will meet 


with Dist. 57 to evolve a continuation of 
the program and an appropriate amount 
of funding. 


Reports that the Township Youth Com- 


mission would grant its full $10,000 alloca- 
tion to the Elk Grove Park District Teen 
Center are not true, according to Lee. 


The auditor said the township cannot, by 


law. 
contribute funds 
for capital ex- 


penditures. Lee added that a request by 
the Elk Grove Park District for aid in op- 
erating its programs was received and 
that the board of auditors has agreed to 
set aside $3,500 for assistance to the proj- 
ect, providing the park district is able to 
erect and staff the facility. 


I.RE SAID "there is little doubt" that 


Dist. 57 will receive funds to continue the 
vocational training program and that the 
funds will be offered in ample time for 
fall scheduling of the classes. 


The auditor said "at no time was action 


taken or were any recommendations made 
which would result in the withdrawal of 
township support from the practical arts 
pilot program "
